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At the bar in Illinois we haye had some of the most brilliant 

men that haye practiced in any courts in this country or in Eng­
land. Stephen T. Logan, Browning, Lincoln, Colonel Ingersoll, 
Leonard Swett, and ·the celebrated E. D. Baker were la·wyers who 
"·ould rank with the bar of any State, and among this number 
were lawyers and ad\ocates who would rank with any of the 
leaders of tile English bar. 

It was under the in piration and inflQence of such names as 
I haYe mentioned that Col. BENJAMIN F. l\IA..RsH t:ommenced the 
practice of law in the little town of ·warsaw, Ill. He ga\e 
promise of a great future at the bar, but before he had peen . 
long in the practice of his profession dark clouds of civil strife 
oyersliadowed our national horizon, and when President Lincoln 
called for men to defend the flag and the Constitution of our 
common counh'Y Colonel l\IARSH_ was one of the first to respond. 
He went to the front as captain of Company G, Second Illinois 
Carnlry. At the dose of the \Yar he returned as colonel of that 
regiment. 

This brief statement of his seyeral promotions is enough to 
show the braye and fearless soldier that be was . . The Second 
Illinois Cavalry has a proud record. Colonel I.ARsH, as com­
mander of the regiment, did his full share in making that one 
of the first cayalry regiments in the F ederal service during the 
CiYil \Yar. 

. l\Iy personal acquaintance witil Colonel 1\IA..RSH commenced 
many :rears ago at one of our State Republican conYentions. l 
knew of him as having been a Uember of Congress for a number 
of years, and at the time of my personal acquaintance he was 
"erYing as one of the railroad and warehouse commissioners of 
the State under a commission · issued to him by GoYernor 
Oglesby, of' that State. He presented to me a man of strong 
personality. He was O\er G feet in height, and straight and sol­
dierly in his appem·ance '"ith keen and piercing eyes. He would 
attract attention anywllere. Our homes were separated by sev­
eral hundred miles. We met only on rare occasions until we 
both became Members of the Fifty-fourth Congress. I sened 
with llim in that CongresR, in the Fifty-fifth, and Fifty-sixth. 
During this service I learned to know him well and to appre­
ciate the manly qualities of bead and heart that he possessed. 
There was no Member of our delegation who was more thought-

• ful of his constituents and more earnest in his efforts to serYe 
tbeir many demands made upon his time and sh'ength. It was 
a pleasure to me to see and bear bini in a running debate in the 
House, especially in tbe consideration of questions tbat grew out 
of tbe civil war. He was an excellent debater, keen and inci­
Si"le and direct in his utterances. He presented· "bat be bad 
to say \Yith a force and fire tbat you would hardly expect in 
one of his years. 
· His personal relations with tbe ::\Iembers of his own delega­
tion were always of the most kindly character; and what is true 
of them is true of tbe membership of the several Houses of 
Representatiyes in which be seryed. He "\Yas a strong partisan, 
and on all politicai questions was radical in his utterances; but 
he was al\Yays a fair fighter and always commanded tbe res11ect 
and admiration of his opponents. 

Colonel MARSH was popular "\Yith both Democrats and Re­
publicans during bis entire service in the House of Representa­
tiYe . His death was not only deplored by the constituen ·y 
that had honored Ilim so many times, but by the people of the 

·State of Illinois. 1'"e are proud of the record be made and 
proud of the service that lle rendered hi· State and his country.

1\Ir. WASHBURN. Mr. Speaker, coming here as the suc­
re:-:sor of RocKwooo HoAR, I am glad to speak of his life on this 
occa ion in ibe place where his last work was done and "here 
be is EO much belo-red. 

We were nearly of tile same age; we were both born in 
'\orce ter; we bad the arne friends; \\e were graduated at 
tlle same college. 

A a boy he was manly, generou , chi\alrous, fond of study, 
nc:ti\e in sport -ambitious to excel in whatever be undertook. 
II is ideals were of tlle · lligbest, and the characteristics of the 
boy remained the characteristics of the man. 

His death not only terminated a useful life, but removed from 
tile rolls of public men a name that from colonial days bas bad 
a conspicuous place in the Commonwealth of ~Iassachusetts and 
in the nation. · 

Concord was the home- of his family, a town rich in its asso­
ciations with our hi tory, our literature, and our philosophy. 

In 1775, "on the 1Dth of April, the cm·tain rose on that mighty 
drama in the world's history of which the quiet villages of 
Lexington and Concord were the appointed theater." 

Here li\ed and wrote and talked Emerson, Thoreau, and 
na,ytborne. Here Samuel Hoar was born in 1778, of wllom 
Emerson said, " His character made him the conscience of the 
community in wllich he li-red." 

Samuel Hoar's fathert two grandfathers, and three uneles 

were at Concord bridge, in the Lincoln com}lany, of which his 
fl:\ther was lieutenant. 

He was di tinguished among the great lawyers who then 
adorned tile :Massachusett bar. The Commonwealth elected 
llim to te t in Charle. ton tlle constitutionality of certain law·· 
of South Carolina relating to the imprisonment of negro sea­
men, but the temper of tl}e times prevented the carrying out of 
the purpose. 

Hanard College ·cllo e him to protect it interests when the 
legislature sought to change its corporate f--orm, and of hi erv­
ice tilen Pr~esident Walker . aid: "Otiler men ha\e sened the 
college; Samuel Boar a\ed it." 

He was a member of the l\las achusetts legi ·lature and was 
for one year in Congres~ •. uc ·eeding Edward E\erett for the 
Middlesex district in 1 3G. 

In 1812 Samuel Boar married ·a daughter of Roger Sherman, 
-of Connecticut. His tllree . on were all lawyers. Edward, af­
ter practicing for a time ucces fully on the Pacific coast, came 
back to Concord to spend hi. remaining years in llis garden and 
among llis book . EbenezE"r Rockwood filled a large place in 
tlle puWic affairs of :Ma saellu ·etts and of the nation. He was 
a great lawyer, was judge of the court of common pleas, justicP. 
of tlle supreme judicial court, Attorney-General in Grant's first 
Cabinet, and Member of Congress. Lowell well described llim 
when he said : 

The· jedge who covers with his bat 
More wit and gumption and shrewd Yankee sense 
Than there are mosses on an old stone fence . 

Tile third son, George Frisbie Hoar, wa. born in oncord in 
182G and mo\ed to W orce ter in 1849, for the reason, as he has 
aid, that- . 

That city and county wet·e the stt·ongbold of the new antislavery 
party, to which cause I was devoted with all my heart and soul. 

Here, in 1853, 1\Ir. Hoar married ~I:uy Loui a Spurr, a woman 
of great per onal charm, ,,-llo <lied in 1-859. Her grandfather, 
Gen. John Spurr, of Charlton, 1\Iass., was one of the Boston 
tea party. Her mother was de cended from ReY. John Camp­
bell, the first minister of Oxford, ~lass., whose line runs back 
to the early Scottish chief~, and among her ance tors are men 
who e1Ted in the colonial wars and in the war of the Re\o­
lution. A brother of ~frs. Honr, Thomas Jeffer."on Spurr. a 
graduate of Han·ard University. recei-rell a commission in tlle 
Fifteenth Regiment of ~Iassachn etts \oluuteer , wa woundeu 
at Antietam and died in E.'J)tember. 1862, of whom it wa said: 
•· He was lo\ing and tenuet· ::md J.n·a1-e and heroic." Of snc:ll an 
ancestry RocKwooD HoAR ,,-a · born in 'Vorcester, August 2-l, 
J :)1). 

He. prepared for colleo-e in the public school of 'Yorcester 
and entered I-Iar\ar<l in the cla s of 1S76. This "as the col­
lege of his family, of wlli<:b Leonnrd Hoar wa an early presi­
dent where. many of the name had graduated and on wilose 
go,·erning boards hiR father, t'tncle, and con in had . e1:vetl at 
different times. Ho Kwooo was an excellent student, erious 
minded, and a considerable reader, greatly liked . by tho e "ho 
knew him well, and re pected by all his cia mates. He llacl 
great pride in the achie-rements qf his family and an earne t 
desire to do his part in rna intaining the high stanuaru. for 
·which the name had always stood. After graduation he read 
law in his father's office jn 'Yorcester, and later was graduated 
from tlle Harvard Law Scilool. in 1878, and wa admitted to 
the Worcester County bar in 187!1. He at once entered up_on 
the general practice of the law and alway held a prominent 
place at the bar. He was as istant district attorney for 
Worce ter County from 1 84 until 1887, and was <li trict attor­
ney for two terms, from 189!) until 1905. He performed the 
duties of this important office in. a spirit tilat was ju ·t, geuer­
ous, and sympathetic. lie was councilman in the city of 
"rorcester for four years, ending in 18D1, during which year 
be was president of the council. 

He was an aid-de-camp on the taff of Goyernor Oli\er Ames 
from 1887 until 1890 and judge-advocate on tile staff of Gov­
ernor Roger Wolcott from 1807 until 1000, and during the Svan­
i h war was chairman of the board charged witll equi}lping tbe 
Massachusetts troops. 

He was always prominent in tlle educational, literary, an(l 
church life of the community in which he livecl., and rend red 
faithful seHice in go\erning boards of tbe public in. titutions 
of the State. Like his father he could always be relied upon 
to champion the C:'luse of the weak, the unforhnate, an<.l the 
oppressed. 

In his borne life he was at his be. t, most tender anu affPc­
tionate in his relations with his family.
